I now have letters in which he states the amount of time he spent with you and 
that there is a reciprocal agreement under wliich he claims to have received wliat he 
regards as valuable information. 

If I remember correctly one letter uses the word "deal" to describe what he says is 
an arri-Uigoment betv/een him and the FBI. 

Understand, I am not malcing any accusation. I have many FBI records indicating that 
anytliing like this is against policy. But then I also have some reflecting the taking of 
liberties with that policy. Including by your office. 

If vihat he has told others is corect, he is due to liand his manuscript in tomorrow. 
Tliat is consistent with a number of earlier reports tliat it is scheduled for October 
publication. Tlie usual spread is six months. Maybe October is a month of interesting 
developments? It surely may be if the book says what his letters doIEspecially if the book 
says what he has told me it will! 

He has also referred to hwe^§n?rac?7two books, not only High Trash 3. 

Tho tlirust of a number of liis letters is tliat he is woridlng with the FBI and police 
in a criminal investigation. While he does not use these words he does caution those 
working with him to do notliing to embarrass the Bureau.
